REMARKS 


Claims 33-65 are pending. By this amendment, claims 33, 36-37, 39-44, 48-52, 55- 
59, and 62-54 are cancelled, claims 34-35, 38, 45-46, 53, and 60 are amended. Claims 34, 
38, 45-46, 53, and 60 are rewritten in independent form. Claim 35 is amended to depend 
from claim 34. No new matter is introduced. Reconsideration and issuance of a Notice of 
Allowance are respectfully requested. 


Claim 35 is rejected imder 35 U.S.C. §112. Claim 35 is amended to depend from 
claim 34, which provides antecedent basis for "pathname" and "registry." Withdrawal of the 
claim rejection vmder 35 U.S.C. §1 12 is respectftiUy requested. 


Claims 34-35, 38, 45-46, 53, 54, 60, and 61 are indicated as containing allowable 
subject matter. Claims 34, 38, 45-46, 53, and 60 are rewritten in independent form and 
therefore should be allowed. Claims 35, 54, and 61 depend from allowable independent 
claims 34, 53, and 60, respectively, and should also be allowed. 


In view of the above remarks. Applicants respectfully submit that the application is in 
condition for allowance. Prompt examination and allowance are respectfiiUy requested.
